We have nardly ceased to shudder over the 
story of the Baltimore butchery" than we are

with that knowledge. If in the concrete it 
ik es not matter from what cause we die, in 
the abstract it does not matter a great deal — 
M n would prefer cholera to take them 
off, rather than the smallpox should, and yet 
the end is the same In like manner, men 
have their preferences as to the means by 
which they shall end their earthly careers by 
\ mlence 
Some would prefer a clean thrust 


of a bowie knife throngh the lung, others 
in ght lia\ea weakness for a bullet through 
lart brain, and as there is no accounting foi 
tastes, soiae might find, in a blow neatly ad 
mm stered ou the temple frci i a shing shot, 
the most agreeable way of quitting this mun- 
dane sphere.
